The BuffcJo Office on Mc^ch 2U, 1971, advised 
that contact with Xerox Corporation officials, Webster, 
N.Y,, on that date disclosed the following information 
concerning item Q2 (Statement of the Citizens Commission 
to Investigate the FBI); 

"Process-definitely a Xerographic (Electrostatic) 
process utilizing a thermoplastic toner which adhers to paper 
rather than penetrating as in the wet (ink) process. Xerographic, 
process used by Xerox and IBM. 

"Machine-characteristic of Xerox tending towards 
Model 660 which is only Xerox machine reproducing at one to 
one ratio. Dark Korozontal line, three quarter inch from 
bottom, caused by "tail end flip" and vertical lines two 
and one quarter inch from sides at bottom caused by toner 
buildup on feeder rollers.

that would effect an identification when a suspect machine is 
located • Xerox officials are of the opinion that if the machine 
producing these documents is located, it can be identified.^ 

The Buffalo Office on April 2, 1971, advised that a 
analysis by Xerox Corporation of samples of paper used to re- 
produce tlie questioned documents revealed that they were made 
on paper Produced by Hammermill, either for Xerox or other
